Washington  — (ACP) —  By  the  end  of  this 
year,  about  20  per  cent  of  America's  industrial 
war  workers  will  be  women — a  total  of  6  mil- 
ton  of  them,  according  to  the  War  Manpower 
Commission. 

In  aircraft  production,  empoyment  of  wo¬ 
men  is  expected  to  be  geatsr  than  that  of  men. 


The  War  Manpower  Commission  has  in¬ 
dicated  that  the  proposed  nationwide  occupa- 
:  tonal  .registration  of  women  may  be  abandon- 
1  ed  in  favor  of  an  "educational  program"  to  eu- 
;  'oil  women  on  a,  voluntary  basis  in  specific 
:  labor-shortage  areas. 

Proposed  by  the  Women's  Advisory  Com- 1 
mission,  the  new  program  would  be  -aimed  at 
women  who  have  never  worked  before.  Ques¬ 
tionnaires  would  be  sent  to  women  willing  and 
foie  to  do  the  type  of  work  involved.  A 
house-to-heuse  canvass  to  recruit  them  would 
be  made  as  a  follow-up. 

Again  during  the  next  year,  one  of  Ameii- 
V.  McNutt  Manpower  Director,  pointed  out 
"ci's  most  urgent  needs  will  be  nurses.  Paul 
the  other  day  that  65,000  young  women  must 
enter  nursing  schopls  between  June  30,.  1943, 
and  july  1,  1944,  "if  even  minimum  civilian 
and  military  needs  of  the  nation  are  to  be 
met."  This  number  exceeds  the  1942-43  group 
by  10,000.  Where  state  nursing  laws  permit, 
schools  are  being  urged  to  reduce  the  usual 
period  cf  training  from  three  years  to  30 
.months,  or  less. 

And  incidentally,  the  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  is  now  authorized  to  {'employ  part- 
!ime  women  workers  in  government  agen¬ 
cies.  That  does  not  mean,  however,  that  there 
will  be  part-time  jobs  in  all  pities.  Part-time 
workers  will  be  hired  when  the  market  for 
full-time,  employes  has  been  exhausted. 


EDUCATION  ELEWHERE 

Molie  Panter-Downes  reports  from  London 
that  Britain's  new  National  Service  Bill,  which 
went  into  effect  recently,  calls  for  the  registra- 
’ion  of  Wh  year-olds.  She  says  that  this  "has 
been  a  .  sobering  pointer  toward  a  future  when 
casualties  may  be  almost  on  the  Russian  scale." 

And,  she  adds,  this  regulation  means  "that 
the  already  hard-pressed  universities  wil  prac¬ 
tically  have  to  shut  up  shop,  except  those  pre¬ 
pared  to  give  medical  and  technical  courses 
and  tp /teach,  women'  students."  /
